stopped at the station there was driven 
to cover, and the drunken men took 
possession of the train. 
The train men . 
tried to arm themselves and put the j 
men off but they were held at bay by | 
the men who were intending to force 
a^nde to this city. 
As the freight 
upon which the menjwere riding pass­ 
ed No 98, an east bound freight, one 
of the drunken men fired several shots 
through 
the caboose. 
The drunken 
men retained control of the train until 
it arrived here. 
Sheriff King, had in 
the m eantim e deputized several men 
and was aw aiting its arrival.

The celebration of Mass 
was begun about m idnight of the vigil 
and at the conclusion of the mass the 
recitation of the prayers continued 
u n til sunrise 
when tlie celebrattion 
of the feast began. 
This is the origin 
of the vigil.

Petard Intended For Alfonso and 


His New Made Bride Slays 


Many of King’s Escort. 


Madrid, June 1 —The public rejoic­ 
ings over the iparriage of King Alfon­ 
so and Princess Victoria had a ter­ 
ribly dram atic sequel late yesterday 
afternoon, when a bomb thrown from 
an upper window exploded with dead­ 
ly effect near the coach occupied by 
the king and queen as their m ajesties 
were 
returning 
from 
the 
church. 
Providentially, 
King 
Alfonso 
and 
Queen Victoria escaped by an electric 
wire deflecting the bomb, but at least 
sixteen persons, most of them of the 
personal and military escort and the 
others spectators, were killed. 
Many 
others were Injured. 
The following 
are the killed: 
Captain Barrosa, commanding part 
of the king's escort; Lieutenant Rey- 
sient, Lieutenant Prendergast, six sol­ 
diers; the Marquise of Colosa; her 
daughter; 
Don Antonio Calvo; 
his 
niece, aged six years; Jose Sola, sev­ 
enty years old; Luis Fonseca; one 
royal groom, who was leading a horse 
drawing the coach carrying the king 
and queen. 
Several of those killed 
were standing on the balcony of the 
house from 
which the bomb was 
thrown. 
The explosion occurred just as the 
royal couple were about to enter the 
palace. 
The route of the cortege had 
been diverted from Arsenal street to 
Mayor street, owing to the popular de­ 
sires. The procession had just passed 
through Mayor street and was aliout 
to turn into the esplanade leading to 
the palace, when an explosion shook 
the buildings in the vicinity, stunning 
a large number of people and throw­ 
ing the cortege into i«extricable con­ 
fusion. 
The royal coacli was brought to a 
sudden stop by the shock, officers and 
soldiers of the escort falling to the 
ground about the equerry and horses 
that had been killed. 
The screams 
of the terrified multitude 
mingled 
with the groans of the dying. 
It was 
immediately seen that the royal coach 
was intact except as it had been 
damaged by flying splinters. 
King 
Alfonso Immediately alighted and as­ 
sisted Queen Victoria out of the car­ 
riage. 
They then entered another 
coach and were driven swiftly to the 
palace. 
A Scene of Horror. 
The scene in the vicinity of the ex­ 
plosion was horrible. 
As the munici­ 
pal guards hastily improvised litters 
to bear off the mangled corpses, dense 
crowds pressed in upon them, causing 
indescribable confusion. 
Soldiers oc­ 
cupied all the streets leading to the 
locality, making it almost impossible 
to reach the spot from a distance. The 
bomb was thrown from above, striking 
the ground and exploding not far from 
the royal carriage. One of the officers 
of the king’s escort and two soldiers 
were killed and one of the horses 
drawing the royal coach was killed, 
while the Injured numbered scores. 
The bodies of many persons were ter­ 
ribly torn by the force of the explo­ 
sion. 
The news of the attempted assassin­ 
ation spread throughout the city with 
great rapidity, turning the rejoicings 
of the populace to awe. The telegraph 
offices were invaded by struggling 
masses, but a rigid censorship was 
instituted. 
The explosion would not have oc­ 
curred if the cortege had followed the 
route originally planned, but returning 
it was determined to retrace part of 
Mayor street and give the people a 
further opportunity to observe the pa­ 
geant. It was in front of No. 88 Mayor 
street that the bomb was exploded. 
This is within half a block of the es­ 
planade leading to the royal palace. 
The bomb, which was concealed In 
a bouquet, was pf polished steel, half 
a centim eter thick. 
It was thrown 
from a third floor window. The house, 
according to some reports, belongs to 
the queen mother, being the only 
house she owns in Madrid. The house 
is opposite the church of the Sacra­ 
ment and the captain general s resi­ 
dence. The royal procession had come 
to a tem porary stop with the royal 
coach exactly opposite the house when 
the bomb was thrown. 
It fell to the 
right of the royal carriage between

Terre Haute, Ind., June 
1.—The

couragement in a quiet way, and there 
is a report that the necessary sixth 
vote is now promised to effect the re­ 
moval of the mayor tonight. It is sup­ 
posedly that of Councilman Neukom.i 
Republican, and will thus array the 
entire Republic an 
strength of 
sixI 
against the party’s mayor, leaving the] 
three Democrats in the council to vote 
to acquit him. 
Members of the M anufacturers’ club, 
whose committee inspired the former 
impeachment proceedings, and which 
club paid the expense of bringing John 
S. Duncan here to conduct the prose­ 
cution, have been conferring with the 
counciimen who wish to remove the • 
mayor. President Reading of the club] 
has written a communication to a lo-l 
cal newspaper criticising its statem ent 
that the present proceedings are “un­ 
necessary and undesirable.” 
He asks 
that “policy and politics” be left out of 
consideration. 
If the six votes are cast against him 
tonight, City Controller Buckingham 
will perform the duties of the office for 
the three months remaining of the 
term. No one can speak authoritative­ 
ly for Buckingham as to his policy in 
the m atter of the enforcement of the 
laws. It is a campaign year, and there 
will be sharp contests over several 
county offices. 
The excitement and 
closeness of the county campaign is 
borne in mind as to the policy of j 
Mayor Lyons toward saloons, gamb 
ling, etc., after he takes office in Sep­ 
tember. 
If the Republicans find that | 
use is being made of this influence to ! 
help the Democrats on the county tick­ 
et it is almost a certainty that the 
Republicans in the city council will 
try' to remove him a s’rnrt time before 
election day. 
Part of the appeal in 
behalf of Bidaman is due to that ap­ 
prehension for Lyons.

He says the m onth w ill be nshered 
in w ith rain, wind and thunder storms 
lasting to the 3d. 
On the 6th, 7th, 
and 8th there will be a reactionary 
storm w ith falling barom eter, rising 
tem perature 
and 
decided electrical 
storms of rain, wind and thunder fo l­ 
lowed by decided change to colder from 
the 8th to the 10th, beginning, of 
course, in the northw est. 
A regular storm period reaches from 
the 11th to the 16th. 
L o o k for severe 
storms about this period. 
The crisis 
6t this period will fall w ithin 48 hours 
of sunset on the 12th, culm inating on 
the afternoon and night of the 5th. 
General and destructive hail w ill be a 
feature of these 
disturbances, with 
cloud bursts and possibly tornadoes. 
A reactionary storm period centers 
on the 18th to 21st and w ill bring 
changes of barometer, 
tem perature, 
hum idity and wind currents, causing 
an excess of lightning and thunder if 
not a series of cloudbursts and solstice 
rainstorms. 
The same is true of a like period 
centering on June 6th, a fact we should 
have m entioned in connection w ith 
that period. D uring these June nights, 
especially through all the central storm 
periods, and overlapping from 
one 
peroid. to another, expect many b ril­ 
liant displays of atm osphereic elec­ 
tricity, illum inating the heavens with 
constant, but usually very harmless 
flashes. 
The regular storm period runs from 
the 23d to the 27th, w ith high proba­ 
bilities th at little if any cessation of 
disturbances w ill come between this 
and the period imm ediately preceding 
it. 
As this may be from about the 
23d to the 27th, we will set down as 
a period of general, if not violent and 
dangerous disturbances. 
A reactionary storm period is central 
on the 29th and 80th. 
Falling barome­ 
ter, very high tem perature and ener­ 
getic thunder, rain and hail storms are 
more than probable on and touching 
that «late. 
W eather Prophet. Foster gives ont 
the following b u lle tin : 
The last disturbance of May w ill 
reach the Pacific coast about the 25th, 
cross west of Rockies by close of the 
26th, great central valleys 27th to 29th, 
eastern States 80th. 
Warm wave will 
cross west of Rockies country about 
25th, great central valleys 30th, eastern 
States Jnne 1st. 
I expect drouth bo begin in June th at 
w ill be 
increasing interest to corn 
growers and dealers. 
It w ill also have 
some effect on oats and grass. 
Gold weather of 
June, July and 
August w ill be of greater importance 
than any that has occurred since the 
year 1901.

fortnight. 
Some of the operators whc 
returned from T erre H aute said that 
the conference betw een the operators 
and m iners would result in a settle 
m ent on the basis of the 19 03 seals j 
but w ith im portant concessions to the 
em ployers. 
They w ere evidently sure 
tha t a settlem ent will be reached and 
the m ines reopened, for some of them 
said they w ere preparing to renew 
contracts with their old custom ers on 
the basis of the scale of 19 03. 
Only 
a few sliding contracts have been 
made, as not m any consum ers wanted 
to tak e the risk . 
It is very lik ely that 
the nex t two or three week s will w it­ 
ness great activity in the renew al of 
contracts. 
In spite of the long shut­ 
down at the mines, very few of the 
large consum ers 
have suffered 
for 
w ant of fuel. 
In fact, the largest ones 
have enough to last them for two or 
three week s, even if the mines are not 
reopened in Indiana.

Mr. Crumpack er Does Not Lik e Meat 
Inspection Measure. 
W ashington, 
June 
1 
-R epresenta­ 
tive C rum pack er of Indiana has intro­ 
duced a bill as a substitute for the 
Beveridge meat inspection am endm ent 
placed on the agricultural bill in the 
senate. 
The bill defines the authority 
which may be vested in the secretary 
of agriculture an« ! lifts the authority 
so as n« >t to conflict with the police 
powers of the state. 
In ac« ‘om pIishlng 
the adequate inspection with this re­ 
striction, provision is made w hereby 
the s« KTctary of agricultur« * may ac­ 
cept the inspection of state inspectors 
as to the sanitary condition of pack 
Ing houses. 
W here opposition is made 
on the part of pack ers, which would 
mak e the state Inspection inadequate, 
the secretary of agriculture is author­ 
ised to stop all m eat products at state 
lines and m ak e a thorough inspection 
W here the state inspection is accept­ 
ed by the secretary, this federal in­ 
spection in transit will not be made. 
C ertain labels and tags to denote the 
character of the state Inspection are 
provided for use. 
Mr. Crum pack er believes that the 
Beveridge am endm ent in authorizing 
federal inspection of pack ing houses 
is a violation of the police powers of 
the state and that all tbe rulings sus­ 
tain this position. 


The spirit tha t calls for these lines 
has been prom pted by articles appear­ 
ing in the R epublican of recent « late 
relative £ to the cause tha t led to the 
aban<*.oning of the O range postoffice. 
O rdinarly such article* are not calcu­ 
lated to contain objectionable m atter 
w orthy of notice, but in this case a 
wholesale tirade of abuse was indulge !
